Shun Hate-Mongers, Extremists 


One issue of paramount importance coming out of the 
Republican Convention is that of extremist activity by a 
small handful of individuals and organizations. 

This is a growing problem which, unlike many political 
issues, strikes home to each one of us. Residents in 
Andover must be just as concerned with this any-means- 
to-a-goal philosophy as are those who live in other sec- 
tions of the country. 

A few groups and individuals — sometimes with laud- 
able goals — appear to believe that any method can be 
used in reaching that goal. Thus, we occasionally hear 
about secret societies, about hate literature, about a wide 
range of activities which are normally intolerable to most 


Will We Learn 


Ten-year residents of the town must be slightly aston- 
ished as they listen to debates about a new high school. 
For a decade ago, almost the same arguments were being 
being heard. 

The similarities are remarkable, when the issues of 10 
years ago and this year are compared. 


Recognizing the need for a new secondary school, and 
elementaries too, the town appointed a school building 
needs committee, followed later by a building committee. 


The School Committee in 1954 voted to retain a 6-3-3 
system; that Committee and the building committee de- 
cided a new high school was preferable. But considera- 
tion was given to building a new junior high, and making 
the then-existing Punchard building and junior high into 
one high school. 

A major debate over the size was resolved when a ma- 
jority of the School Committee chose 750 — two members 
favored a larger school then, because of potential growth. 
The decision for a smaller structure included a recom- 
mendation that it be expandable to 1,000. At the time, it 
appeared that the expansion would be needed mostly to 
handle an overflow from the Junior High, and this could be 
accomplished by reverting to a 6-2-4 system. 


thinking citizens. 

These medthods should be repudiated by candidates for 
office; even more so, they should be shunned like the 
plague by every citizen. The use of gutter tactics, or 
secret society infiltration, has no place in national or 
local political campaigns. We may have to recognize that 
such activities continue to exist, so long as we have the 
right to free expression. 

But they must not be allowed to take over or become 
identified with either political party. Those who use hate 
tactics, to reach whatever fine-sounding goals, must be 
rejected by a vast majority of our own townspeople, along 
with those across the country. 


From History? 


Doesn’t it all sound familiar? 

Hindsight shows us that a school population projec- 
tions in 1954 were extremely conservative. If a 1,000 
building had been built, the town probably would have 
already had a 6-2-4 system, utilizing the new structure 
to capacity long before anyone believed it would be 
necessary. : 

History seems to tell us that all population predictions 
are conservative, even when experts make the studies 
and use all available statistical formulas. 

The current argument centers around a 1,200 or a.1,500 
high school. If the former is built, an addition most cer- 
tainly will be needed four to five years after the building 
opens — quite possibly much sooner, if available popula- 
tion projections are also conservative. If the latter is 
constructed, there will be a lot of unused rooms at the 
outset, or, the rooms not used for high school students 
will be utilized for the junior high. 

Through repetition of events, the town is getting an 
opportunity to second-guess itself and to learn from past 
experience. Jt remains to be seen whether the shorter- 
range, conservative choice is made, or whether the town 
will plan for a larger building, with an eye to 10-year 
needs of the town. 


We Need A Decision 


The search for a school site, about which great urgency 
has been expressed, seems to have bogged down. 

At least there is no decision — in a period when delay 
means a lot, 

The Selectmen urged that consideration be given to al- 
ternate sites for the high school. And the Land Acquisi- 
tion Committee has been looking for them. That Committee 
reported on a couple of possibilities, and this data is be- 
ing relayed to the Building Committee. 

But what the Building Committee needs is a definite 
answer, Its architects are now reaching the last possible

moment, after which delay becomes crucial. They must 
know the site for which they are designing a building. 

To further put off this matter can mean a failure to hold 
the special town meeting next fall. 

Rather than merely transmitting information, the Select- 
men should specifically tell the Building Committee 
whether or not one of the alternate sites is actively under 
consideration, and if this has any likelihood of being 
translated into action to purchase the land. Only a deci- 
sion of this sort, within the very immediate future, can 
prevent substantial delay and subsequent confusion.
